A promotional program to convince Canadians to look to 
Canadian-made products has just been outlined by Indus- 
try, Trade and Commerce Minister Jack Horner. The 
program is a result of a decision of First Ministers at their 
February Conference. 

“Shop Canadian is the theme of the campaign,” Mr. 
Horner said. “‘Purchasing competitive Canadian-made 
goods will provide more jobs, build a stronger Canada 
where all Canadians share in higher living standards, and 
help increase the industrial strength of all our regions.” 

A major aim of the program is to increase the aware- 
ness among Canadian consumers of the number of prod- 
ucts available that are made in Canada. With that 
information, the consumers will then be able to make 
better purchase decisions. 

“Canadian consumers have become careful shoppers,” 
Mr. Horner said. ‘They are basing their decisions on value 
received. They look for durability, design, and servicing, as 
well as the original cost. This program will extend their 
choice to include where the product was manufactured. 

“Canadian export manufacturers will also benefit from 
increased sales. The economies of scale will make their 
products more competitive in foreign markets. As well, 
they will be able to take advantage of technological 
advances as they increase their production runs. 

A ‘Shop Canadian’ symbol, ‘Magasinons a la cana- 
dienne’ in the French language version, based on the 
maple leaf and developed by Ontario, will be used for the 
promotion. 

“| particularly want to thank the Ontario Minister of 
Industry and Tourism, John Rhodes, for offering this 
symbol for national use,” said Mr. Horner. ‘‘l expect 
retailers will use it in displays and Canadian manufac- 
turers will make it part of their labels so there will be no 
doubt that the product is Canadian made.” 

The Shop Canadian program is being developed in 
consultation with the provinces. Many of the provinces 
have been working out their own programs and it is 
hoped that the national and provincial programs will be 
integrated in the various phases of the campaign. 
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“| was delighted to hear the Retail Council of Canada 
offers its enthusiastic support,” Mr. Horner said. “We 
have been working with all the major business associa- 
tions so that manufacturers clearly identify Canadian- 
made products and retailers promote them to the 
utmost.” 

The maple leaf has been Canada’s promotional symbol 
in foreign markets for many years. The campaign will en- 
courage Canadians to watch for the Shop Canadian 
maple leaf everywhere in Canada. 

Cost of the initial advertising phase, using daily and 
weekly newspapers will be about $750,000. This will in- 
crease to a total of $1,715,000 in summer and fall phases 
as electronic and other media are added. 
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Now Is The Time For Canadian Equipment Manufacturers 
To Bid On Multilaterally-Financed Projects 


Canadian equipment manufacturers may be missing a 
unique opportunity to fill their under-utilized shops with 
profitable export work. Are some Canadian companies, 
manufacturing potentially exportable products, still dis- 
counting their competitiveness based on experiences 
which date back to the premium Canadian dollar and 
grossly undervalued yen and deutsche mark? The recent 
fall in the Canadian dollar relative to its United States 
counterpart has been well publicized, as has the weak- 
ness of the United States dollar vis-a-vis the yen, 
deutsche mark and other hard currencies. However, a 
more precise assessment of how the terms of trade have 
turned in Canada’s favour in recent years is quite 
Startling. 

If we take the average exchange rate of the currencies 
of our major non-United States competitors, the Germans 
and the Japanese, for 1976 and compare it with the rates 
for April 4, 1978 we find that the mark has appreciated 
45.5 per cent and the yen 56.5 per cent with respect to 
the Canadian dollar in a period of about two years (i.e., 
since 1976). Whilst the rate of inflation in Germany has 
been consistently below that of Canada during this time 
frame, that of Japan has been comparable. However, such 
massive changes in currency values over a short period 
are sufficient to outweigh these comparatively small 
differences and poses the question to every potential 
supplier of equipment for export — how long is it since | 
bid against international competition? Do | really know 
how competitive my products are today in world markets 
or should | start to find out by bidding? 

Each year, hundreds of millions of dollars worth of 
equipment is purchased through the multilateral lending 
agencies such as the World Bank, the Inter-American 
Development Bank and the Asian Development Bank, to 
which Canada is a major contributor. Perhaps bidding on 
requirements financed by one of these Banks is the place 
to start. 


In recent months there have been some notable 
examples of the international competitiveness of Cana- 
dian equipment manufacturers when bidding on World 
Bank-financed projects. 

A. Pulp and Paper Project in Turkey 

A Vancouver consultant was recently awarded the 
World Bank-financed engineering and project 
management contract for a pulp and paper project in 
Turkey. This has been followed up by successful 
bids on $22 million worth of equipment by Canadian 
manufacturers, bringing to $45 million the total 
value of World Bank-financed equipment sold by 
Canada for projects of this type to Turkey in the last 
year. 

B. Truck Mounted Service Equipment 

A Canadian company recently received orders of 
$1.5 million and $600,000 for Turkey and Brazil for 
World Bank-financed aerial truck mounted service 
equipment. This success was achieved against inter- 
national competition from France, Italy, Germany, 
Japan and the U.S.A. 

Exports are of vital importance to Canada’s economy 
today. For a well-regulated expansion of our export field, 
it will be necessary to gain access to markets of both 
industrialized and developing countries and to acquire a 
broader international outlook in all sectors of our 
economy.

should be pursued in detail and that officials from both 
sides should meet early in 1978 to go into the specifics of 
projects to which the Mexican government attached prior- 
ity, with a view to carrying these discussions forward, 
where possible, to concrete transactions.

To follow up this agreement, a Canadian mission led by 
A.R.A. Gherson, Director General, Western Hemisphere 
Bureau, Department of Industry, Trade and Commerce 
and including representatives from the Departments of 
Industry, Trade and Commerce, External Affairs, Agricul- 
ture and Statistics Canada met in Mexico City, April 11-14, 
1978, with senior ofticials from the Ministry of Commerce, 
the Ministry of Patrimony and Industrial Development, 
Ministry of Finance and Public Credit and related 
agencies. 

The delegation discussed major Mexican plans, proj- 
ects and priority sectors such as agriculture, petroleum 
development and equipment, petrochemicals, electrical 
power generation, forestry, fisheries, transportation and 
mining, and explored participation by Canadian firms. 
These discussions concerned transactions in the order of 
$6.5 billion and, on the basis of identified Canadian 
industrial capabilities established Canadian content at 
over $2 billion, against EDC lines of credit of $1.45 billion. 

Noting the importance of the Canadian initiative and 
the need for follow-up, Mexican officials proposed to 
send a mission to Canada this summer with a detailed list 
of priority areas and projects. They will wish to establish 
and attract actual Canadian capabilities particularly in the 
areas of steel (including specialty steels), secondary 
petrochemicals, capital goods, forestry, foodstuffs and 
fisheries. The mission will also explore the possibility of 
securing Canadian expertise in the form of project identi- 
fication and development. Later in the year, the mission 
will be followed by an industrial development mission 
with representatives from business and government to 
pursue opportunities for joint ventures with Canadian 
companies.

Canadian Livestock 


Japan has been a consistent importer of Canadian live- 
stock, both beef and dairy cattle. Recently 27 top, young, 
purebred, Alberta Friesian-Holstein females were shipped 
to Japan. This is a new trend as previously the Japanese 
dairy men had shown a preference for Ontario and West 
Coast dairy cattle. Alberta’s share of this export business 
in the past had been largely in beef stock such as 
Aberdeen-Angus and Herefords. According to a recent 
study done for Agriculture Canada, Japan was the single 
largest export market for Canadian farm products in 1976, 
buying about $780 million worth or 20 per cent of our agri- 
cultural exports. 


The message the mission received is that a much more 
active thrust is needed from the Canadian business com- 
munity, in terms of selling equipment and services to 
existing projects as well as working with implementing 
agencies in defining concrete prospects and developing | 
project criteria. In addition, Canadian exporters must also 
better familiarize themselves with conditions and require- 
ments in Mexico and pay particular attention to the need 
for continual follow-through either directly or through 
representatives.

Venezuela 


Presidential Decree No. 2623 of March 22 prohibits the 
importation of some 500 locally produced items. The ban 
does not apply to imports by Government entities author- 
ized by the President. The following products are in- 
cluded on the list of prohibited imports; wallpaper; 
several textiles; shoes; sanitary fittings; silos; refrigerated 
showcases; washers and dryers; electronic calculators; 
concrete mixers; television sets; bicycles; tractors for 
semi-trailers; certain types of automobiles.

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New Zealand Import Licensing Schedule 


New Zealand has issued its 1978/79 Import Licensing 
Schedule. 

The essential feature is that the basic allocation for 
consumer goods will be set at 1072% of the 1977/78 
Schedule, while allocations for the import of other goods 
will be 11272 %. 

Other significant changes include: 

1. The New Importers Scheme will be re-introduced. 
Criteria for implementation will be announced 
shortly; 

2. The use of basic licences will receive closer 
scrutiny to ensure that licence holders are genuinely 
engaged in manufacturing or importing. This action 
is to ensure that there is an even spread of licences 
amongst firms concerned; 

3. Alterations are to be made to cover the present 
licence transfer policy; and

4. The minimum value of basic licence entitlement is 
to be increased to $500.00 from $250.00 and the 
present private importer exemption will be increased 
from $20.00 to $50.00. 

While the scheme was established for Balance of Pay- 
ments purposes, the licensing schedule covers only 28 
per cent of New Zealand imports and many items do not 
require licences.

Wardair First Canadian Airline to Fly Dash 7 


Wardair Canada Ltd. became the first Canadian airline to 
operate the de Havilland DASH 7 airliner when Wardair 
President, Maxwell W. Ward, accepted delivery of the first 
of two DASH 7’s at Downsview today. 

Mr. R. Bannock, de Havilland President, passed the air- 
craft logbook to The Honourable Jack H. Horner, Minister 
of Industry, Trade and Commerce who in turn formally 
handed it over to Max Ward, symbolizing delivery of the 
aircraft to Wardair. 

The DASH 7 was christened ‘DON BRAUN’ in honour of 
the former chief pilot with Wardair’s northern operations, 
Donald Conrad Braun. On May 6, 1967 a Wardair Bristol 

reighter piloted by Don Braun became the first aircraft 
to land on wheels at the North Pole. Both Mr. and Mrs. 
Braun were among the platform guests and the “christen- 
ing” was performed by Mrs. Braun. 

A second DASH 7 is scheduled for delivery at the end 
of this year and Wardair holds options on three additional 
aircraft for delivery in 1979 and 80. The first two DASH 7 
will be based at Wardair’s northern base in Yellowknife, 
N.W.T., where they will be used to transport passengers 
and freight throughout the Canadian north. Both aircraft 
are equipped with standard passenger seats and folding 
utility Seats, a large forward cargo door and cargo 
handling equipment. 

For Max Ward, delivery of the DASH 7 marks more than 
30 years of business with de Havilland. It was in the 
Spring of 1946 that Ward, then a young bush pilot, visited 
the de Havilland plant to close the deal on his first air- 
plane, a ‘Fox Moth’. Adding a touch of nostalgia, an iden- 
tical ‘Fox Moth’, owned by Max Ward and refurbished by 
Wardair employees, was on hand during delivery of the 
DASH 7. 
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Over the years, Wardair has continued to operate de 
Havilland built aircraft and has a fleet of six Twin Otters 
based in Yellowknife. 

The de Havilland Aircraft of Canada Ltd., in conjunction 
with Transport Canada and Québecair Ltd., has conducted 
a series of demonstration flights with the new DASH 7, 
50-passenger Quiet STOL airliner in the lower St. 
Lawrence region between the 18th and 19th of May. 

Dash-7 is made in Canada for Canadians. Its quality is 
recognized by other countries. Deliveries have already 
commenced and the first aircraft is now in revenue 
service with Rocky Mountain Airways of Denver, 
Colorado. Further deliveries are imminent with aircraft for 
Spantax, the Spanish Charter Operator. 


Future of New Canadair Business Jet Bright 


Canadair’s new and exciting ‘‘Challenger’ business jet 
had its formal rollout on May 25 at the company’s plant 
in St. Laurent, Quebec. 

The Challenger is a wide-bodied, twin-engined, execu- 
tive aircraft featuring advanced technology in its airframe, 
power plants and systems to achieve exceptional high 
speed and long-range performance. With a range of more 
than 7,360 km and a long-range cruise speed of Mach 
0.80, the Challenger will fly faster, further and more 
economically than any other business aircraft. 

In a little more than two years, the Challenger has 
grown from an idea and wind tunnel models to a gleam- 
ing white and red full-sized aircraft enhancing Canadair’s 
reputation as a technical leader and powerful competitor 
in the world aerospace industry. 

Jack Horner, federal minister of Industry, Trade and 
Commerce, told an audience of more than 5,500 em- 
ployees, customers, suppliers, dignitaries and media re- 
presentatives that the Challenger program will be signifi- 
cant in both industry and trade development and the 
Challenger demonstrates Canadair’s ability to design, 
manufacture and sell a new aircraft in a highly competi- 
tive environment. 

Before its first flight there were over 100 Challengers 
on order — an unprecedented number for an entirely new 
aircraft. The Canadair business jet is the product of Cana- 
dian initiatives, expertise and skills and has the potential 
to increase the total sales picture and Canadian exports 
dramatically. 

Fred R. Kearns, President of Canadair Limited, an- 
nounced an order was signed, just before the rollout cere- 
mony, for the sale of an additional 10 Challengers to 
T.A.G. Finance S.A., a multinational organization. This 
order brings to 31 the number of Challengers ordered by 
this Geneva-based company which will act as distributors 
for the aircraft in the Arab world.

Besides the Challenger program, Canadair also 
produces other internationally accepted products and ser- 
vices, particularly its Airborne Surveillance Drone 
Systems for West Germany, Britain and Italy, and its Sys- 
tems Management role in the Ontario Intermediate Transit 
System. Canadair was selected by Ontario’s Urban Trans- 
portation Development Corporation as prime development 
contractor and is heading an industrial team which is 
designing and manufacturing prototypes for an advanced 
transit system capable of moving up to 20,000 people per 
hour. 

The majority of sales of the Canadian aerospace 
industry are exports. In 1977, the industry had total sales 
of $870 million of which 73 per cent were exported.
